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This Is Not “Cricket” 


At the meeting on Saturday to or- 
ganize an Independent Citizens’ Asso- 
ciation, one speaker is reported as say- 
ing: “We have had in this province for 
the last five and a half years a Quisling 
who has been ready to hand over to the 
Nazis all the rights and privileges we 
possess. If Hitler landed in Canada, 
he would be the first man to act as Hit- 
ler’s pro-consul. We must stop this 
pussyfooting and’ get down to busi- 
ness,” 

The context shows that the refer- 
ence could have been to no one else 
than Premier Aberhart. 

This is a democratic country, but it 
is also a country at war. Statements of 
this kind obviously do not make for na- 
tional unity and the successful carrying 
on of the war effort. They may even 
be in contravention of the War Mea- 
sures Act. 

That aside, there are limits beyond 
which common fairness and good taste 
forbid that a speaker should go. To 
accuse any citizen of being a pro-Nazi, 
save in the course of legal procedure, 
is wholly unwarranted and cruel. To 
accuse him of actually wanting to turn 
the country over to Hitler is far | 
worse, Personal abuse even in the heat 
of an election campaign is reprehen- 
sible. To attack the loyalty of the head 
of a provincial government in this way, 
without even the poor excuse of cam- 
paign excitement, is an insult not only 
to the party attacked but to the scores 
of thousands of people who voted for 
him and his candidates. 

If the Independent Citizens’ Associ- 
ation is wise it will take prompt action 
to dissociate itself entirely from this | 
scandalous allegation. 


The New Political Association 


On Saturday, the Independent mem- 
bers of the Legislature, with delegates 
from 33 provincial ridings, formed a 
new provincial political association to 
be’ known as the Independent Citizens’ 
Association of Alberta. 

The aim and purpose of this new 
aesociation are to gain public support 
at the next general election to defeat 
the Aberhart Social Credit Govern- 
ment. 

The general election of 1940 marked 


the disappearance from the political | 
arena of the once-powerful United | 
Farmers of Alberta, which had pre- | 


viously disbanded as a political party 
following the defeat of the U.F.A. Gov- 
ernment in 1935 when they failed to 
elect a single member to the Legislature 
after holding power from 1921. 

The Conservative Association of 
Alberta publicly disbanded as a provin- 
cial organization prior to the 1940 elec- 
tion and most of their former candi- 
dates ran as Independents. The Conser- 
vative Association had not been a ser- 
ious contender in the provincial field 
for many years. 

The Alberta Liberal Association, 
which had previously held power from 
1905 to 1921, failed to function as a 
Liberal Association in the 1940 election 
because the newly-elected Liberal lead- 
er, Mr. E. L. Gray, on his own respons- 
ibility practically disbanded the provin- 
cial Liberal Association by announcing 
himself as an Independent candidate, 
an act which had the effect of throwing 
confusion into the ranks of the Liberals 
in all the provincial ridings. 

The C.C.F. maintained a province- | 
wide organization and refused to co- 
operate in the Independent movement. 
Although polling a substantial vote, the 
C.C.F. failed to elect a single member 
in 1940. 

It will be a question, now, for the 
Alberta Liberal Association to decide 
as to whether or not they will abandon 
provincial politics and merge into the 
new Independent Citizens’ Association 
as the Conservative Association has 
done. 

The return of the Aberhart Govern- 
ment in the 1940 genera! election was 
expected by most political observers 
as the strength of the Government's 
position was their policy of no fore-

Prevention of Strikes Must Not * 


Alienate Sympathies of 
Working Men 


By WALTER LIPPMANN 
Although Mr. Lewis's personal feelings 
about Mr. Roosevelt are no doubt an irri- 


tant, although it is true that the New Deal 
has been lamentably weak in the develop- 
ment of labor policy, we shall get nowhere 
by talking as if we had been living in a 
paradise of industrial peace until the ser- 
pent beguiled Mr. Roosevelt and we were 
all driven out of the Gar- 
den of Eden. A_ short 
memory of the past must 
make us nearsighted in 
the present: we should 
not forget that Hayes, 
Harrison, Cleveland, Mc- 
Kinley, Theodore Roose- 
velt, Wilson, Harding and 
Hoover were all of them 
confronted with strikes, 
or demonstrations like 
that of the bonus march- 
ers, which caused grave 
anxiety and raised the 
very delicate question of how to uphold 
the authority of government without 
causing wounds that do not easily heal. 


Last Resort 


Indeed the question was raised in the 
first term of George Washington when in 
parts of Pennsylvania, the Carolinas and 
elsewhere, the Federal government was 
resisted by farmers when it attempted to 
collect excise tax€s on whisky. During 
this so-called “whisky rebellion” it was 
clear to Washington that he must in the 
last resort employ force. But it was no 
less clear to him that the use of troops was 
the last resort, and he wrote to Hamilton 
that “not only the Constitution and laws 
must strictly govern, but the employment 
of the regular troops avoided, if it be pos- 
sible to effect order without their aid, 
otherwise there would be a cry at once 
‘the cat is let out: we now see for what 
purpose an army was raised.’ Yet if no 
other means will effectually answer, and 
the Constitution and laws will authorize 
these, they must be used as the dernier re- 
sort.” 

And so, as Mr. Bennett Rich points out 
in his very timely book on “The Presidents

and Civil Disorder,” Washington decided, 
in the words of his Attorney General, Ed- 
mund Randolph, “to make one more ex- 
periment of a conciliatory appeal jo the 
reason, virtue and patriotism” of the in- 
surrectionists. He sent new commissioners 
to negotiate a settlement even while he 
was assembling the troops, and, although 
this effort failed, Washington's patience 
was rewarded. Writing shortly afterward, 
Hugh Brackenridge said that “it gave the 
government a_ strength which nothing 
could resist The reasonableness of the 
propositions left the refractory without 
excuse; and brought forth the force of 
government with a warmth of heart, un- 
checked by an idea that all conciliatory 
means nad not been tried.” 


Cardinal Truth 


The wisdom of Washington can guide 
us today if it enables us to keep in mind 
the cardinal truth that our object is not 
merely to suppress strikes but to retain 
the confidence and the good will of our 
fellow citizens in the coal mines. And 
therefore an action which leaves the min- 
ers and other workingmen embittered and 
disaffected will be a sour conclusion and 
a hollow victory——-however much for the 
moment it might bring satisfaction to the 
rest of us who are gravely worried by the 
effect on the national defense. 

No one will be foolish enough, I hope, 
to take this as a plea for inaction. On the 
contrary, there is the most urgent need for 
a great action in which the President and 
Congress, labor and industry, can partici- 
pate 

The elementary weakness of the gov- 
ernment’'s position today is that the Presi- 
dent is asking the miners not to exercise 
one of their normal rights, and that in 
asking it of them he is compelled to rely 
upon his own declaration of a national 
emergency rather than upon the laws of 
the land. President Washington, as we 
have just seen, insisted that “the laws 
must strictly govern,” and when he moved 
to collect the excise taxes, he was en- 
forcing a Federal law. There is no law 
which limits strikes, and there is no:Con- 
gressional declaration of national emer- 
gency to which the President can appeal 
in insisting that production for national 
defense should not be interrupted. 

This weakness should be remedied. A 


New Price Controller Is Forceful 


Donald Gordon Is Believed To Be * 


Right Man in the 


Right Place 
By B. T. RICHARDSON 

OTTAWA: Few, as far as we have been 
able to ascertain, doubt that Donald Gor- 
don is the right man on the right job. He 
is the new federal price controller and it is 
a job that will kill most ordinary men 
But no one expects it to bother Mr. Gor- 
don much. His insurance company has 
not come around wanting to cancel his in- 
surance, as far as we have heard. Every- 
one predicts that he will hold down the 
job and manage al! the grief. In fact, there 
is a yarn going round Parliament Hill 
already that he is just the man to sit on 
the lid to keep prices down—he weighs 
233 pounds. 

Donald Gordon is as tough and big as 
a Canadian bison, and he will need all his 
toughness. He is a towering, black Celt 
from near Aberdeen. He is the penniless 
Scottish immigrant boy who arrived by 
the thousand in Canada in the past 100 
years and has made something out of the 
wilderness here. Scotland has been lavish 
with Canada. 

Economic Controlter 

As new chairman of the Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board, Mr. Gordon is Canada’s 
No. 1 economic controller His name 
started cropping up in the discussion a few 
weeks ago when the original board was 
transformed into an all-out control agency, 
instead of a trouble-shooter for selected 
contro] jobs. Hector B. McKinnon, former 
chairman of the board, asked the Bank of 
Canada for Mr. Gordon then, proving, as 
Grattan O'Leary said, that somebody in 
Ottawa knows a man when he sees one 
Schooled in the post of tariff commission- 
er, Mr. McKinnon is taking over import 
contro] under the board 

There is a Donald Gordon legend in 
Ottawa already, as the newcomer slowly 
finds out. He may never meet the man in 
person, but he cannot escape the legend. 
He was born near Aberdeen, arrived in 
Canada in 1914 at the age of 13 years. That 


makes him 40 years of age now, a fact to 
remember in a world where prime vigor 
s highly prized among general staff offi- 
cers, both military and economic. He got 
a job with the Bank of Nova Scotia in 
Toronto, In three years he rose to the rank 
of accountant, and at 19 was taken on the 
head office staff—Canada’s youngest bank 
inspector. In 1935, the Bennett goverment 
set up the Bank of Canada, Mr. Bennett 
picked Graham Towers as governor, and 
Mr. Towers picked Donald Gordon as the 
new bank’s secretary. The 34-year-old 
Scotsman, a glutton for hard work, had an 


important hand in formulating Bank of 
Canada policy. In 1938 he became deputy 
governor, 


Key Men Unknown 

The fact that all these details need to 
be recited, shows that the key men in the 
Dank of Canada are largely unknown to 
the public. That seems to be the nature of 
the business. But when war broke out the 
the Bank’s big job was foreign exchange 
control, and a new board set up to handle 
that problem operated under Mr. Gordon. 
He had been a figure on the shadowy 
landscape of international finance but now 
he became the solid reality of exchange 
contro] that touched the life of Canadian 
business everywhere. There is no argu- 
ment on the thesis that Canadian foreign 
exchange contro] is the envy of the world. 

The new No. 1 price controller will 
make the anti-inflation policy click if any- 
one can. He will have plenty of headaches, 
but he inspires confidence in Ottawa and 
among business men who are now facing 
the unknown of price control. Up to now, 
the main creative job in Canada’s war 
effort has been in the battle of production 
The dollar-a-year business executive was 
the man of the hour in that phase. Now 
the job is to clear the decks, to strip the 
nation down to essentials so that the last 
ounce of Canadian resources will] tell in 
the final dagger thrust at Berlin. So here 
comes the economic controllers, a band of 
planners that have got to have brains and 
skill and enthusiasm for the toughest 
job in the book of modern warfare. The 
generallissimo is Donald Gordon. 


Strategist 
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Congress which has appropriated sixty 
billions for defense and has imposed con- 
scription should be encouraged to recog- 
nize the existence of an emergency which 
makes it a legal duty, and not merely a 
matter of private conscience, to avoid 
stoppages of defense production. The 
President will make a serious mistake, it 
seems to me, if he does not ask Congres 


to express itself on this issue before he 
passes from conciliation to any kind of 
coercion. In a matter of this sort, the 
whole government and not merely one 


branch of it should bear the responsibility. 


No Solution 


We must not imagine, however, that 
Congressional action is in itself the solu- 
tion, Just as coal cannot be mined with 
bayonets, so coal cannot be mined by 
statutes. A Congressional declaration 
needed as the foundation of the only solu- 
tion worth striving for—the full, hearty 
co-operation of the organized workers in 
the national defense. By making it the 
lawful duty of all men to avoid stoppages, 
it will become necessary to work out a 
much better relationship between labor 
and national defense that exists today, 
where each dispute is followed by a 
frantically improvised compromise in 
which every one must, as a matter of 
course, lose his temper. 

Mr. Murray, of the C. I. O., has propos- 
ed the formation of industrial councils in 
the various industries, and Mr. Willkie in 
his notable speech this week proposed a 
solution on what are in principle essen- 
tially the same lines. Just how such an 
idea could be worked out in practice, I do 
not know. But this much is clear; a large 
solution, and not a mere hand-to-mouth 
solution, should be injected into the situa-

Reinforcements Are Recruited on 
the Basis of Battle 
Casualties 
By GRANT DEXTER 


OTTAWA: Since the first division went 
overseas, the department of national de- 
fence has recruited reinforcements on the 
basis of battle casualties. It has been as- 
sumed that our boys were in action and 
that the gaps in the ranks due to battle 
had to be made good. 

These reinforcements together with the 
new units which have been and are being 
raised from time to time, have combined 
to make the army’s total demand on our 
manpower, 

To raise these men, the national de- 
fense department worked out what 
called a “quota” system. A monthly quota 
was struck for each military district and 
the recruiting officers did their utmost to 
fill it. 

In the recruiting drive of last May- 
July, progress announcements were made 
stating that this or the other district was 
ahead or behind in filling its quota, Thus 
British Columbia, to the astonishment of 
many, lagged far behind Quebec. So, too, 
for a time, did Ontario, 

The astonishment no doubt sprang 
from the assumption that the national de- 
fence department based its quotas upon 
the manpower available in each area, 
Thus, one would have assumed that Que- 
bee with more than four times the popu- 
lation of British Columbia would have 
had a quota correspondingly larger than 
that of the coast province. 


Not on Population 
It occasions surprise in parliament 
when Hon. C. G. Power, acting for Col. 
Ralston, made it clear that the quota sys- 
tem is not based upon population; indeed, 
population has practically nothing to do 


Is 


with it. In fact, in the recruiting cam- 
paign British Columbia was asked for 
3,105 men, while Quebec's quota was 6,101 
not quite twice as many. The detail of 
the quotas from May 1941 onward, is given 
at page 4,677 unrevised Hansard 

How quotas are fixed was told in some 


detail by Mr. Power in the Commons on 
November 12. The main factor is the exist- 
tence in any given area of miltia units. If 
there have been militia units in, say Brit- 
ish Columbia, the men will be more mili- 
tary-minded, and recruiting should be 
better. Moreover, at the outbreak of war, 
our overseas army was created by calling 
militia units for active service. These are 
the units which require reinforcement and 


it is but natural that the department 
should seek to reinforce froxa' the parent 
area There were more militia units in 


some provinces than in others and there- 
fore some provinces are more highly rep 
resented overseas than others, 


Geographical Origin 


Mr. Power, at the outset of the discus- 
sion, held that population was not entire- 
ly ignored: “Accordingly (page 4674) 
whilst regard is had to estimated popula- 
tion in fixing quotas, it was necessary 
to take into consideration the geograph- 
ical origin of the units to be strengthened 
or reinforeed and the location of their re- 
serve counterparts, as well as the avail- 
ability of tradesmen and suitable person- 


nel for the various purposes for which 
they were required. 
In the recruiting campaign of May, 


July, the department asked for 32,434 men 
and got 34,625,
